Whereas, the National Interscholastic Swim Coaches Association (NISCA) is a professional organization 

that supports High School coaches of all aquatic sports. The NISCA is dedicated to coaches’ education and athlete 

recognition through the All-America programs. The NISCA allows opportunities for coaches to network and
